The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
the references of record neither reveal nor render obvious the recited combination 
including the use of an integrating sample-and-hold circuits in a subranging analog-to- 
digital converter, hereafter ADC, having fine and coarse sections [for claims 1-13 and 
16-20], or the claimed configuration of first, second, and third capacitors with a 
subranging ADC having fine and coarse sections [for claims 14 and 15]. 

U.S. Patent 6,121,912 to Brandt provides a subranging ADC having differential 
reference voltages. U.S. Patent 5,739,781 to Kagey discloses a subranging ADC 
having differential amplifiers. U.S. Patent 5,099,240 to Nakatani describes a 
subranging ADC having fine and coarse sections. U.S. Patent 5,070,332 to Kaller et al 
shows a two-step subranging ADC. U.S. Patents 4,763,107 and 4,686,51 1 to Koen et 

al present subranging ADCs having LSB and MSB sections.
